Claim 22 (Original): The nucleic acid of claim 21 , wherein said C6 antibody binds to SK-BR-3 cells 
with a K<i less than about L6 x 10"^ as determined using a scatchard assay.

b) a second polypeptide domain, comprising an amino acid sequence that is the 
binding portion of a variable region of a light chain of a human C6 antibod y of C6.5 (SEP ID NO. 36) ;
